QUARANTINE 


Of Contagious Disease Patients 


Lengthened to Twenty Days 


By the Board of Health at the Meeting 


Last Night—The Garbage Is A gain a 


Source of Trouble—Variopt* Streets 


and AlU-yH in Need of Repair— 


Other Business. 


The board of health held a short ses- 


sion at the mayor's office last night. 
The sessions of this board are seldom 
of- an exciting nature and are very 
much on the routine order. 
Members 


present were Blake, Brandau, Jack, 
Webb, Padan, Kickey and Mayor Row. 


W. B. Jack, chairman of the special 


committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing to look after the Drake and Mick- 
lethwait buildings, stated that the 
building owned by U. G. Drake had 
been put in good shape. .The building 
belonging to Mrs. Drake, in the rear of 
her residence on Third street, has been 
declared a nuisance, and orders have 
been issued to discontinue renting it 
for habitation purposes. 


The Micklethwait building, at the 


corner of Market and Second streets, 
was reported in a bad sanitary condi- 
tion and generally unsafe. Mr. Jack 
called on Solicitor Woodrow, who was 
present by request, for a few remarks 
as to the manner in which 'the board 
could proceed to condemn the property. 


Mr. Woodrow said no steps could be 


taken at all unless it could be shown 
that the building was really unsafe or 
in such a bad sanitary condition as to 
b*e dangerous to the public health. The 
owners of the building could be com- 
pelled to make repairs. The committee 
was given further time in the matter. 
Notice will be served on the agent for 
the owner of the building, John T. 
Miller, to clean up the cellar at once. 


The special committee also thought 


the sanitary condition of the city, 
while very good, could be improved, 
and mentioned several instances, rec- 
ommendations concerning -which were 
made later in the sanitary policeman's 
report. 


Chairman Rickey, of the dairy and 


food product committee, said that no 
dairies had "been inspected up to date, 
but that inspection trips would soon be 
made and reports made. 


The health officer's report showed" 


that there had been eight cases of diph- 
theria during tho past month. He 
recommended that the quarantine of 
the contagious disease patients and 
those immediately 
connected 
with 


them be extended to twenty days. 
Others in the house might be allowed 
to go about their duties at the end of 
ten days. Later, Mr, Blake made .a 
motion in accordance with this sugges- 
tion which prevailed. 


Attention was called to the fact that 


the garbage haulers were neglecting 
their work and were not removing the 
garbage with good regularity. 


Numerous streets.- alleys and gutters 


are in need of reconstruction, and coun- 
cil was especially urged to take some 
action looking to the abatement of the 
pond nuisances in the East End. 
It 


was also recommended that a grade be 
established on the north side of ^Tenth 
street between Lincoln and Offnere 
streets; that tho paved streets be 
flushed regularly; and that 
street 


sweepings be spread over the garbage 
dump. 
These recommendations will 


be sent to council, and action upon 
them asked. 


There were 5GG stands in market 


during the mouth of May, 242 more 
than in April. 
Nine notices to abate 


nuisances have been served, and six 
nuisances were abated. The sanitary 
policeman has also been making a tour 
smelling out hog pens and will order 
them cleaned up, and some will be 
ordered done away with. 


There were 19 deaths during the 


mouth—17 white and 2 colored. 


City Physician Rarden submitted his 


first report. He had treated 10 patients, 
two of whom were sent to the infirm- 
ary; 25 visits had been made; 19 pre- 
scriptions given, aud oue surgical oper- 
ation performed.. 


The schedule amounting to $105.35 


was allowed, after which the board ad- 
journed. 


Swain an Opium Fiend. 


Walter T. Swain, who tried to beat 


the Grand Hotel out of his board bill, 
testified Monday in police court that he 
was a morphine fiend, aud was under 
the influence when he tendered worth- 
less checks in payment for his board. 
He claimed to have relatives in 
St. 


Louis from whom he could obtain 
money, and Judge Gregg postponed 
action until June 6th.— Cincinnati 
Post.
